CANTON, Jane 26.—Governor McKiu- 


ley,'Mrs. McKinley Jr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley Sr. were this . afternoon ten- 
dered a reception by 6000 ol the 100.000 
women ol Canton and Stark county, and 
ol these 5000 there was not a man pres- 
ent besides the Governor, the patrolmen 
at the doors and the two reporters. It 
wa> a nonpartitan aBair. Tbe home 
was darkened; There were handaome 
floral and electric Irjht effects."two 
hundred handsomely dressed women an- 
aisted In the reception. 
There was 


music and the beantilulhome of the late 
Jacob Miller, with its rooms and broad 
lawns and shady trees, presented a 
scene long to be remembered. 
"I thought there wonld be a great 


many here, but 1 did not think I would 
have to wait two hours to get in," was 
the remark of one woman. 
"It reminds me of a White House 


public reception" said another Wash- 
ington correspondent. 
For.a half dozen blocks each war the 
streets wore crowded from 2 o'clock 
until 6. 
Mrs. Alice Banner Jones, one of the 


most eloquent women of Ohio, presented 
Governor McKiuley, wife and mother, 
aged 87 years, from the balcony over- 
looking the lawn, saying: 
"Mother and wife of William McKin- 


ley—.You know the import of this meet- 
ing. We, the women of Oanton and 
Stark county, would show honor to the 
women, nearest and dearest to the man 
to whom not only Oanton but an entire 
nation is paying homage} He ie bound 
to you by ties even closer than the ties 
which bind him to his country, and we 
believe he will say witb us that the bet- 
ter part of him is of your making. ''The 
path which we now see so plainly lead- 
ing to the White House had its begin- 
ning within tho doorway of the little 
frame bouse in Nilee. There the wis- 
dom of a lather and tbe loving guidance 
of a mother laid tho foundation stones 
in a young boy's life ol the justice, the 
eftgacity and the charity which charac- 
terizes the statesman of today.

Public Spirit. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—Tbe San 


Joaqnin Railroad Company has found 
more difficulty than was expected in se- 
curing the necessary rights of way from 
Stockton to Fresno. The company's 
agents and local committees are now at 
work to get tbe rightl ol way for the 
road south of Fresno. They were com- 
pelled to pay for some of the ground 
covered by the section already built. 
The directors have decided that they will 
not pay for these privileges on any part 
of the line from Fresno to Bakersfield, 
and if the people along the route have 
not sufficient public spirit to donate the 
land tbe extension of the road may be 
delayed indefinitely. 
Chief Engineer Storey 'today an- 


nounced that to be the Eettled future 
policy of tbe board of directors, when he 
was asked about tbe extensions in con- 
templation. 
"We expected," said Mr. Storey, 
that when we started tbe road from 
Stockton south tbat the laud owners 
alone the route would donate tbe rights 
of way. 
We found ourselves greatly 


mistaken. A great many rights of way 
were donated, but we were compelled to 
pay high prices for a considerable sec- 
tion of tbe line. Some of the owners 
exacted the very last cent possible. 
"We thought it policy to buy these 
rights, because we wanted the road built 
as far as Fresno this summer, but we 
will not pay for rights of way down the 
valley in future. 
"Committees of citicens are now at 
work eecuring rights of way in Tulare 
and Kings counties. They are meeting

ineal tree, or Indian flg or nopal, which 
is a species of cactus. 


Tho cochineal is first collected about 


tho middle of December. Tho iusecta 
are removed from tho tree with u knife, 
tho edge of which has been blunted, or 
are carefully brushed off with a squir- 
rel tail This labor is performed by tho 
woinen. The insects are usually killed 
by tho application of heat, .by baking iu 
ovens or by tho heat of the sun. 


When (ho cochineal arrives in the 


market, it is in tho form of a small 
grain, having a convex and a coucavo 
side, but with very little resemblance 
to the body of an insect. It is used for 
dyeing crimson and scarlet and Jor 
making carmine. Cochineal alone yields 
n pnrplo color, which, when mixed with 
a solution of tin in nitToinuriatio acid, 
may bo changed to a most beautiful 
scarlet. Tho discoveiy is said to havo 
been made in this ^Yise: 


A man who was making a thermome- 


ter placed in his window an extract of 
XKhincal made with boiling water, and 
n some way a vial containing nitro- 
ninriatic acid was broken over it. This 
acid changed tho purple dye into a most 
beautiful dark rod, and !;- experiments 
tliifi mall «oon found that tlie (in dis- 
solved in tho acid caused tho change of 
color. An ingenious dyer at Lcydeu, 
Holland, brought tho discovery to per- 
fection. Tho secret afterward became 
known, and a largo dyeing establish- 
ment was erected ill Paris. This ncci-

Silver leaders in Washington aro not

A mouth ugo tho impression was that 
nil tho silvor men would corno together 
in support of tho nominee of the Chi- 
cago convention. Tho supposition wan 
that if the Democrats nominated a man 
like Boles or Bland tho silveritcs of all 
descriptions aud of nil parties would 
support him.

When Battery street 
was out through, it received its immc 
from Uio old fort, nnd tho cannon wns 
rolled down to tho edge of tho curb us a 
reminder of tho old days.

At 
any rate it is known that a. patriotic 
drnyman concluded that tho cannon 
Klionld bo taken caro of.

Reynard is a knowing animal. Thi 


foxes aro much tormented by fleas, bn 
when the infliction becomes too severe 
they know how to got rid of tbe insects. 
They gather from tho bark of trees 
moss, which they carry to a stream Ihn 
deepens by degrees. Hero they enter th 
water, still carrying tho moss in thei 
months, and going backward, begin 
liing from the ond of their tails, the 
advance till tho wholo body, with th 
exception of the mouth, is entirely im- 
mersed. The fleas, during this proceed- 
ing, 
havo rushed in rapid hasie to tho 


dry parts, and finally to tho moss, mid 
the fox, when ho has, according to his 
calculation, allowed sufficient timo for 
nil the fleas to tnko their departure, 
quietly opens his month. Tho mosa 
floats off down tho stream with its bur- 
den of fleas, and wjicn it is out of jump- 
ing reach tho foi finds its way to tho 
bank much relieved. — Exchange.
